THE INVENT0K'. 


[Erckmann-Chatrian, the compound name of two 
French authors. Emile Erckmann, bora at Phals- 
bourg, in the department of the Meurthe, May 20, 
1822. Alexandre Chatnan, born at Soldatenthal, 
Meurthf, December 13, 1826. In conjunction, and 
under the name of Erckmann-Chatrian, the two 
friends have produced numerous tales and plays, 
which were for some time supposed to proceed from 
one pen. “ The Illustrious Doctor Matheus” was 
the first work which obtained popularity, and since 
then the authors have written the following amongst 
other novels : “ The Conscript of 1813,” “ Madame 
Therese,’* “ The Iuvasion,” *• Waterloo,” “ A Man of 
the People,” “ The War,” “ The Blockade” (of Phals- 
bourg), “ History of a Peasant,” “ Master Daniel 
Rock,” “ Tales of the Rhine Borders,” “ Friend 
Fritz," “ The Story of the Plebicite,” “ The Polish 
Jew,” a play, etc. T heir works are distinguished by 
faithful and vivid port'aiture of rural life and man­ 
ners ; and sometimes bv a kind of weird f&ney play­ 
ing with scientific possibilities.] 


On the 29th day of Ju ly , 1835, Kasper 
Bteok, a ehepherd of the village of Hirch- 
wilier, his large felt h at hanging upon his 
shoulders, bis canvas w allet hanging by his 
side, and followed by his great yellow- 
pawed dog, presented him self about 9 
o’clock in the evening a t the house of the 
Burgomaster Petrouase, who had ju st fin­ 
ished snpper, and was helping himself to a 
glass of kirschenwasser to aid his diges­ 
tion. 
The Bnrgom aster was a tall thin maD, 
and wore on his lip a large grizzly m us­ 
tache. 
He had, in former days, served in 
the.arm y of the A rchduke Charles ; and, 
w hile possessed of a good-natured disposi­ 
tion, he ruled the village of H irchw iller 
w ith a wag of his finger and a nod of his 
head. 
“ Burgom aster !” cried the shepherd in 
a state of ex citem en t; b at Petrouase, w ith­ 
out w aiting to hear him further, frowned 
and said : 
“ K asper Ba-ck, begin by taking off your 
h a t ; send out your dog, and then speak 
plainly w ithout splattering, in order th a t 
I may understand yon." 
W hereupon the Bnrgom aster, standing 
near the table, quietly em ptied his glass, 
and sucked th e fringe of his great m us­ 
tache w ith an air of indifference. 
K asper sent out his dog and returned, 
cap in hand. 
“ N ow ,” said Petroasse, seeing the shep­ 
herd som ewhat composed, “ te iim e w hat 
has happened.” 
“ I t happm s th at the ghost has appeared 
again in the ruins of G sirstein !” 
“ Ah ! I doubt th a t very much. 
Have 
you seen it, K asper?” 
“ T h at 
I 
have, 
Burgom aster, 
very 
plainly.” 
“ W hat was it like ?" 
“ I t looked like a little m an.” 
“ Cxood.” 
Then the old soldier, unhooking his gun 
from above the door, slung it over his 
shoulder and addressed the shepherd. 
“ Go and tell the Constable to m eet me 
directly in the little lane of the hollies,” 
said he. 
“ Y our ghost is likely to prove 
some vagabond rascal ; bat if it should 
turn out to be only a fox. I ’ll m ake its 
skin into a cap w ith long ears for you.” 
So saying the Burgom aster strode out, 
followed hum bly by Kasper Ba>ck. 
T he w eather was charming. 
W hilst the 
shepherd hastened to knock at the door of 
the Constable, Petrousse ensconced him ­ 
self in a grove of elders which skirted the 
back of th e old village church. 
Two m in­ 
utes later K asper and HanB Gcemer, his 
short sword dangling by his side, joined 
the Burgom aster a t a sharp trot. 
The 
three advanced tow ards the ruins of Geir- 
stein. 
These rnins, situated at about tw enty 
m inutes’ walk from the village, appeared 
insignificant enongh, consisting of Beveral 
fragm ents of a broken-down wall, some 
four or six feet in hight, which made 
them selves 
barely 
visible 
am idst 
the 
brushwood. 
Archaeologists 
called 
them 
the aqueducts 
of Seranus, the Boman 
cam p of H olderloch, or the veatiges of 
Theodoric, according to their fancy. 
The 
only rem arkable feature about these rains 
was the Bight of stairs of a cavern cut in 
the rock. C ontrary to m ost w inding stairs, 
instead of the concentric circles contract­ 
ing a t every downward sweep, the spiral of 
this hollow increased in w idth in such a 
m anner th a t the bottom of the hollow be­ 
came three tim es as large os the outlet.

Or w hat other canse determ ined so odd a 
structure ? 
I t is a m atter which need con­ 
cern us little ; sufficient for the present is 
the fact th a t in the cavern m ight be heard 
th at vague m urm ur which anyone may 
hear by applying th e hollow of a shell to 
his ear ; yon could hear also the step of the 
w ayfarer upon the gravel, the sighiDg of 
the breeze, the rustling of the leaves, and 
even the conversation of the passeraby. 
The tbree travelers ascended the little 
footpath which lay betw een the vines and 
the cabbage-gardens of H irchw iller. 
■* I can see nothing,” broke forth the 
Burgom aster, turning up his nose m ock­ 
ingly. 
“ N or I either," Hams chim ed in, im i­ 
tatin g th e tone of his superior. 
“ Ob, it is in the hole,” m uttered the 
shepherd. 
“ W e shall see, we shall see," the Burgo­ 
m aster replied confidently. 
A nd after this 
fashion in about a q u arter of an hour they 
reached the m onth of the cavern. 
I have said th a t th e night was clear, 
bright, and perfectly calm. 
The moon, as 
far as the eye conld reach, lit w ith bluish 
tin ts one of those nocturnal landscapes 
clothed w ith Bilvery trees, the shadows of 
which upon th e ground seem traced is the 
firm darle lines of a pencil. 
The heath 
and the broom in blossom perfum ed the 
breeze w ith an odor sharpened by the 
night air ; and the frogs of a neighboring 
m arsh croaking th eir hoarse strains broke 
from tim e to tim e the silence of the night. 
B ut all these appearances escaped the 
attention of oar 
w orthy ru stic s; they 
thought only of laying hands upon the 
ghost. 
A rriving at th e cavern m outh the three 
halted and listened. 
Then th ey looked 
into the darkness—nothing could be seen, 
nothing stirred. 
“ Confound it,” exclaim ed th e Burgo­ 
m aster, “ we have forgotten to bring a bit 
of candle w ith ns. 
G et down the stair, 
K asper ; 
you know the w ay b etter than I 
do. 
I w ill follow yo n .” 
A t this proposal th e shepherd recoiled 
hastily. 
If he had followed his own incli­ 
nation the poor fellow wonld have taken to 
his h e e ls; his piteona looks caused the 
Bnrgom aster to fall into fits of langhter. 
" Very well then, H in a, since Kasper is 
afraid to descend, you m nst lead the w ay.” 
“ B at—but, good B nrgom aster,” expos­ 
tulated the Constable, “ yon know there 
are some of th e steps aw anting. 
W e rnn 
the risk of breaking onr necks.” 
“ Then send in your dog, K asper,” con- 
tinned the Burgom aster. 
The shepherd called his dog ; he showed 
him the stairs, he nrged him forward, b ut 
the dog no more than the men inclined to 
m ake the ventare. 
A t this m om ent a brilliant idea occurred 
to Hans. 
“ H a I M aster Petrousse,” he exclaim ed, 
“ suppose yon fire a shot into the cave ?’’ 
“ B y m y faith ,” cried the Bnrgom aster, 
“ you are right. 
W e shall see clearly at 
any ra te .” 
And w ithout hesitating the bold man ap­ 
proached the staircase holding his gun. 
B nt 
by 
reason 
of 
the 
acoustic 
ef­ 
fects 
which 
have 
been already point­ 
ed out, th e ghost, 
the 
vagabond, 
or 
w hatever it was occupied the 
cavern, 
heard all th a t had passed. 
The ider. of 
receiving the report of a gun did not seem 
to suit his tastes, for in a small, shrill voice 
he cried : 
„ 
" H old ! do not fire ! I ascend to yon. 
Then the three besiegers regarded each 
other, subduing their langhter and the 
Burgom aster again bending over the hollow 
shouted in rude tone : 
“ M ake haste, rascal, or I fire . 
H e shouldered his gun. 
The click of 
the lock seemed to hasten the ascent of the 
m ysterious individual, and several stones, 
detached in his haste, were heard to roll to 
the bottom. 
Nevertheless, more th an a 
m inute elapsed before any one appeared, 
the cavern being at least sixty feet in 
depth. 
W hat could engage th a t man in the 
m idst of snch darkness ? 
Sorely he m ust 
be some great crim inal. 
T hns thought at 
least the Bnrgom aster and his attendants. 
A t length a vague form emerged from 
the shade. 
Then, slowly, step by step, a 
little lean red-haired man, four and a half 
feet in hight, his complexion sallow, his 
eye sparkling like a m agpie’s, his hair in 
disorder, and bis clothes in tatters, issued 
from the cavern crying— 


“ By w hat right, w retches, do you come 
to disturb my stu d ies?” 
This authoritative speech was not at all 
in keeping w ith the dress and figure of the 
little fellow, so th e Burgom aster replied 
indignantly : 
“ M ake haste to prove yourself an hon­ 
est man, you w retched imp, or I shall be­ 
gin by giving you a thrashing.” 
" . 
thrashing 1” 
cried the m anikin, 
dancing w ith rage and draw ing him self up 
ander the nose of the Burgom aster. 
’1 Yes, a thrashing,” replied Petrousse, 
who, nevertheless, could not help adm iring 
the courage of the dwarf, “ if yon do not 
reply in a satisfactory m anner to the ques­ 
tions I am about to pnt to you. 
I am the 
Bnrgom aster of H irch w iller; here is the 
Constable, the shepherd and his d o g ; we 
are stronger than you, observe ; be wise, 
therefore, and tell me peaceably w hat you 
are, w hat you do here, and w hy you do 
not appear in the light of day. 
A fter th at 
we shall see w hat is to be done w ith yon.” 
“ All th a t does not concern yon,” replied 
the little m an in his harsh voice ; “ I will 
not answer yo n .” 
“ In th a t case, then, forward, m arch !” 
the Burgom aster responded, seizing him by 
the neck, “ you shall take up your quar­ 
ters in prison." 
The little fellow struggled and tw isted like 
a w easel: he even attem pted to bite, and 
the dog was already m anifesting designs 
upon his calves, when, thoroughly exhaust­ 
ed, be said, not w ithont a certain dig­ 
nity : 
“ Release me sir, I yield to fo rce; I 
shall follow yon.” 
The Burgom aster, not w anting in cour­ 
tesy, became more calm in turn. 
"Y o u promise me th a t,” said he. 
“ I promise you.” 
“ T hat is w ell: w alk then in front of 
us.” 
And this is how, on th e night of the 29th 
of July, 1835, the Burgom aster of H irch­ 
willer effected the capture of a little red­ 
haired man, issuing from the rains of Geir- 
stein. 
On reaching the village the Constable 
ran to seek the key of the prison, and the 
captive was sh u t in under double lock. 
The next day, towards 9 o’clock, Hans 
Gwrner, having received orders to lead 
the prisoner to the Court-house in order to 
subm it him to a new interrogation, betook 
himself w ith four sto at fellows to the cell. 
They opened the door, fnll of curiosity to 
see the ghost, b u t w hat was their surprise 
to Bee him hanging by the cravat to the 
railing of the skylight window. 
W ithout 
delay they set off to the house of the 
Burgom aster, to apprise him of the event. 
The Justice of Peace and the doctor of 
H irchw iller drew np in legal form a deposi­ 
tion of the witnesses of the catastro p h e; 
then they buried th e unknow n one in the 
neighboring clover-field, and so the m atter 
ended. 
B nt about three weeks after these events 
I w ent to see my cousin Petrousse, of whom 
I happened to be the nearest relative and 
heir, circum stances which m aintained be­ 
tween us an attachm ent of the closest 
kind. 
W e were dining together and ta lk ­ 
ing of various subjects, in the course of 
which he related to me th e preceding his­ 
tory, ju st as I have reported it. 
“ I t is strange, cousin,” said I to him, 
“ very stran g e! and yon have no other 
trace of th a t m ysterious being ?” 
“ N one.” 
“ You have learned nothing which can 
give yon a hin t of his intentions ?” 
“ A bsolutely nothing, C hristian.” 
“ B nt w hat conld he be doing in the 
cave ? w hat conld be th e object of his life ?” 
T he B nrgom aster shrngged his shoulders, 
refilled onr glasses, and replied—- 
“ Y onr health, consm .” 
“ A nd yours.” 
W e rem ained silent for some m inutes. 
I t was impossible for me to be satisfied 
w ith the sadden term ination of th is ad­ 
venture, and in spite of myself I fell into a 
dream y melancholy, thinking of the sad 
fate of certain men who appear and disap­ 
pear in the world like the Bowers of the 
field, w ithont leaving behind them the least 
rem em brance or the least regret. 
“ Cousin,” I a t length inquired, “ how 
far m ay it be from here to the ruins of 
G eirstein ?” 
“ T w enty m inutes’ walk at farthest. 
W hy do you ask ?” 
“ Ju s t th a t I wish to see th em .” 
“.Y on know th a t to-day we have a m eet­ 
ing of the conncil, and th a t I cannot ac­ 
company yon.” 
“ O h ! ” I replied, “ I shall easily find 
them m yself.” 
“ T hat is unnecessary,” he said, “ H ans 
will show you th e w a y ; he has nothing 
b etter to do.” 
A nd m y cousin, having 
tapped upon his glass, called his servant 
and sa id : 
“ K atel, go seek H ans Qcrroer ; let him 
make haste ; it is now 2 o’clock, and I m ust 
be going.” 
The dom estic departed, and H ans arrived 
w ithont delay. 
H e received instructions 
to conduct me to the rnins, and, w hilst 
the B urgom aster proceeded leisurely to 
the 
council 
cham ber, 
we 
m ounted 
the 
brow 
of 
the 
hill. 
H ans Gier- 
□er pointed out to me w ith his hand 
the rem ains of the aqueduct. 
A t this mo­ 
m ent the reeky edge of the plateau, the 
blue m ountains of H undsruck, the sadly 
dilapidated walls covered w ith sombre ivy, 
the clang of the village bell calling the 
w orthies of H irchw iller to council, the 
panting Constable ¡clinging to the brush­ 
wood, all produced w ithin me a sad and 
sombre im pression I could hardly account 
for, unless it m ight be the history of the 
poor suicide casting a shadow on the hori 
zon. 
The staircase of the cavern appeared 
to me extrem ely carious, its spiral form 
elegant. 
The rough shrubs springing from 
the fissures at alm ost every step,'and the 
desolate aspect of the place, accorded with 
m y sadness. 
W e decended, and soon the luminous 
point of the opening above, which appeared 
to become more and more narrow, taking 
the form of a star w ith diverging rays, 
alone lent us its pale light. 
On reaching the bottom of the cave it 
was a wondrous sight which the whole 
flight of steps presented, lighted from above 
and casting their shadows w ith a m arvel­ 
ous regularity.

Petroasse had spoken of to me ; the im ­ 
mense granite shell had as many echoes as 
stones. 
“ Has aDy one descended here since the 
little man was discovered ? ” I inquired of 
H ans Gmrner. 
“ No, sir, the peasants are afraid ; they 
imagine th a t the ghost has gone back again. 
No one ventures into the Screech-owl’s 
E ar.” 
, 
“ Do they call this the Screech-owl s 
E ar ?” 
“ Y es.” 
“ I t resembles th a t closely,” said I, lift­ 
ing my eyes. 
" T his vault reversed forms 
the concha or onter p art, underneath the 
stairs we have th e tym panic cavity, and 
the windings of th e staircase represent the 
cochlea, the labyrinth, and the vestibule of 
the ear. 
H ere, then, is the cause of the 
m urm ur which is heard : we are at the base 
of a colossal ear.” 
“ I t is very lik ely ,” replied Hans, who 
seemed to understand nothing of my ob­ 
servations. 
W e prepared to ascend, and I had alioady 
m ounted a few steps when I felt som ething 
crum ble nnder m y foot. 
Bending down to 
see w hat it m ight be, I perceived at the 
same tim e a w hite object before me, whieh 
proved to be a tattered sheet of paper. As 
for th e hard substance which had been 
broken, I recognized in it a kind of glazed 
brown stone jog. 
“ Oh, h o !” I cried; “ this m a y throw 
some light npon the Burgom aster s story, 
and I rejoined H ans Gmrncr, who already 
aw aited me at the month of the cavern. 
“ Now sir,” he said to roe, 
where do 
yon wish to go ? ” 
“ In the first place,” «aid I, “ let ns rest 
a little ; we shall consider presently.

cast his falcon eye ronnd about the village 
in search of plunderers in the gardens, if 
any snch conld be discovered.

WITCHCRAFT 
IK 
RATAL. 


The influence which “ witch d o cto fi” 
among the South African natives have over 
their followers is well known. 
The prac­ 
tical annihilation of the Amaxosa tribe in 
1857, when 50,000 people perished T>f 
starvation, having destroyed all th eir crops 
and herds a t the bidding of the m ad Mhla- 
kaga, affords one of the m ost striking in­ 
stances of Caffre credulity ; and neither 
the experience of such disasters, nor the 
influence of civilization, nor the laws which 
have been enacted in the B ritish Colonies 
to p ut down the practice of w itchcraft, 
have sufficed to suppreft it. 
A trial, re­ 
ported in the South A frican papers, affords 
an instance of 
the 
hold which witch 
doctors still have over the people. 
A doc­ 
to r of the nam e of Uzwabozwabo, and an 
assistant or accomplice rejoicing in the 
name of U njaknnja, were charged before 
the Umgeni C ourt in M aritzbnrg, the for­ 
mer w ith selling, and th e latter w ith apply­ 
ing, a certain “ charm .’ 
Uzwabozwabo 
made a statem ent to the effect th a t Unja- 
knnja had applied to him for m edicine to 
kill N gatsha, the son of U m gunknlu. 
He refused to supply it till he hod been 
paid a “ first fee " of S50, and he was fur­ 
th er to receive an ox and seventy-five head 
of cattle 
His instructions for the appli­ 
cation of the "m ed icin e" were th a t the 
U njakunja was to tie it around the neck, 
and to bite a t it white repeating the name 
of the person whom he wished to affect, 
when th a t person would continually dream 
of him until he was tak en ill and died. 
The nam e of this potent medicine was 
“ iojnnana.” 
As a m atter of 
fact, be 
added, he and U ojaknnja quarreled over 
the m atter, and he returned the ox to the 
latter a month after receiving i t ; h u t the 
medicine had by this tim e had snch an ef­ 
fect on the fated N gatsha th a t he conld not 
stop its action, and the victim died. 
D ar­ 
ing the narration of these facts th e “ doc­ 
tor ”—a m an abont 20 years of age— dis­ 
played the greatest pride in bis prowess in 
the "b la c k a rt,” and was anxions to m ag­ 
nify the part he had taken. 
In the end he 
was sentenced to a penalty of $50, or, in 
default, three m onths’ im prisonm ent w ith 
hard labor, and to fprfeit the 380 he had 
received from U njakunja ; while the latter 
was fined $25, or one m onth’s hard labor. 


In -te re stin o F a i .t s .—The tom b of Ed­ 
ward I., who died in 1301, was opened 
January 2, 
1770, after 403 years had 
elapsed. 
HU body was alm ost perfect. 
Canute the Dane, who crossed over to E ng­ 
land in 1017, was fonnd in 1779 by the 
workmen who repaired W inchester C athe­ 
dral, where his body had reposed nearly 
750 years, perfectly fresh. 
In 1569 tbree 
Roman soldiers, fully equipped w ith w ar­ 
like im plem ents, were dag out of peat in 
Ireland, 
where they had probably lain 
1,500 years. 
Their bodies were perfectly 
fresh and plum p. In the reign óf Jam es II. 
of England, after the fall of the cbnrch at 
A stley, in W arw ickshire, there was taken 
np the corpe of Thomas G ray, M arqnU of 
D orset, who was buried the 10th of Octo­ 
ber, 1530, in th e twenty-second year of 
H enry V II., and although it had lain 
there no less than seventy-eight years 
the eyes, hair, fiesb, nails and joint* re­ 
m ained as though it had been newiy buried. 
R obert Braybrook, who was consecrated 
BUbop of London in 1331, and who died 
in 1404, and was bnried in St. Paul's, was 
taken out of his tom b after the great fire, 
1666, daring the repairs of the cathedra!, 
and although be bad lain there no less than 
262 years, the body was fonnd to be firm 
as to skin, hair and naiU. 
The Convent 
de San Domingo was lately dem olubed in 
search of treasure supposed to be concealed 
there, and the body of Prince Rodriquez 
taken ont, who had been bnried in 1565, 
exactly as when placed 250 years before. 
H is daughter, tw o and a half years of age, 
was lying at her father’s feet, and was aa 
perfectly preserved as himself.

UNWARRANTABLE 
ATTACK 
UPON 
COLONEL 
MENDELL. 


A t a meeting of the Kxecutivc Commit­ 
tee of the Anti-Debris Association held in 
this city yesterday, L. F. Moulton, of 
Colnsa county, produced and read an 
address demanding the removal of Colone* 
Mendell from the offiee he holds, and de­ 
nouncing him bitterly beciuae he has per­ 
formed the duties imposed upon him well 
and faithfuliy. 
Mr. Moulton most reck­ 
lessly and improperly charges that Colonel 
Mendell has acted in the sole interest of 
the hydraulic miners, and that he has, in 
fact, been their “ confidential agent. ’ 
It 
is very greatly to be regretted that preju­ 
dice and the habit of viewing only one 
side of a question should lead men to adopt 
such uojust and even calumnious sus 
pieions, but this accusation is eo wanton 
and so baseless, that it is calculated to do 
much more harm to the accuser than to 
the accused. 
In the first place Colonel 
Mendell has never been in a position to 
take the view which the Anti-Debris Asso­ 
ciation appears to take. 
He has never been 
called upon to pronounce an opinion as to 
whether hydraulic mining ought to be 
stopped, and had he gone out of his way 
to offer any advice upon that point his 
official superiors might very justly have 
rebuked his action as an impertinence. 
He was instructed to undertake exami­ 
nations and to make surveys “ to devise a 
“ system of works to prevent further 
“ injury to the navigable waters of Cali­ 
fo rn ia from the debris of mines arising 
“ from hydraulic mining,” and to trans­ 
mit a report thereon to Congress at its 
next session. 
This was his work, and, as 
his report shows, he has performed it in a 
conscientious and thorough manner. 
He was called upon to show how the 
rivers could be protected. 
This he has 
done, and now he is attacked because he 
did not take the position that the rivers 
could not be protected, and the deliberate 
conclusions of science are sought to be 
overridden and thrust aside in order to 
make room for a haphazard and necessarily 
crude judgment, based mainly upon preju­ 
dice, and unsupported by knowledge and 
experience. 
Mr. Moulton evidently thicks 
that he is a much better judge than Colo­ 
nel Mendell as to the possibilities of the 
situation, and because he, in the absence 
of careful and intelligent examination, 
which can alone give weight to opinions on 
such a subject, has jumped to the conclu­ 
sion that Colonel Mendell is all wrocg, 
nothing can satisfy him but the instant 
removal of that efficient otiicer. 
Mr. 
Moulton takes an extremely nariow and 
superficial view of the ease, moreover. His 
position is that tho one remedy for every­ 
thing is to stop hydraulic mining. 
Now 
we do not hesitate to siy that no man who 
has studied this question with sufficient 
care to make his idess upon it of any value, 
would venture t. take that position. 
For 
it is an ascertained fact'that the entire ces­ 
sation of hydraulic mining at the present 
time cannot solve the problem, inasmuch 
as we have to deal not only with the debris 
which is coming from the mines now in 
operation, but with the accumulations of 
thirty years. 
Upon this most important consideration 
Colonel Mendell's report may be studied 
with advantage. 
Speaking of remedial 
works, ho says : “ If this system of re- 
“ straint had proceeded pari patsu with min- 
“ ing during the past thirty years it can 
“ hardly be doubted that the condition of 
“ the country affected would to-day have 
“ been innch better than it is. 
A system 
“ begun now is obliged to deal not only 
“ with the current action of the rivers, but 
“ is also compelled tcfcontend with the ac- 
“ cumulated difficulties of thirty years.” 
Again, after describing the present condition 
of the rivers, he observes : “ The state- 
“ ment of the case presented in the pre 
“ ceding pages seems to establish the ne. 
“ cessity for measures of remedy or alle 
“ viatioD, even in the event that no further 
“ contributions be made to mining detritus 
“ in the beds o f streams." The fact that the 
stoppage of hydraulic mining altogether 
and permanently cannot settle the ques­ 
tion, is of itself sufficient to demonstrate 
the folly and injustice of Mr. Monlton’s 
position toward Colonel Mendell. 
The 
latter holds that in any ease remedial 
works will have to be applied. 
The for­ 
mer, in the teeth of all the engineering evi­ 
dence (which is the only evidence of any 
consequence in this regard), insists that 
there shall be no remedial works, and ac­ 
cuses Colonel Mendell of infidelity to his 
trust becanse he has not stnltified himself 
by asserting (hat nothing more is necessary 
than the stoppage of hydraulic mining. 
Colonel Mendell has shown in detail how 
the debris can be retained, in what quan­ 
tities, and at what cost. 
He has also 
shown that the quantity now in the mount­ 
ain canyons, and which must be washed 
down in any event, is sufficient to over­ 
whelm a very large area of the valley 
lands. 
Mr. Moulton, however, appears 
willing to encounter all the imminent dan­ 
ger of this washing down of accumulated 
debris, and in fact he seems to entertain a 
positive antipathy to all protective meas­ 
ures other than the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining. 
Colonel Mendell has not said any­ 
thing in regard to the propriety of stop­ 
ping hydraulic mining, for the sufficient 
reason that that question was wholly out­ 
side the line of his instructions. 
He was 
ordered to devise remedial and alleviating 
works, and he has done so. 
His orders 
proceeded from the Secretary of War, and 
according to Mr. Moulton’s peculiar logic 
we suppose that official will next be 
charged with 
being the “ confidential 
“ agent ” 
of 
the 
hydraulic 
miners. 
Wo are surprised that the Executive 
Committee of the Anti-Debris Association 
ehould have 
permitted so unjust and 
unreasonable an attack npon an honorable 
and efficient public officer to be made with 
its approval and under its auspices. 
Such 
evidences of blind and bigoted prejudice 
can only hinder the purposes of the Asso­ 
ciation by repelling fair-minded and intelli­ 
gent men. 
Colonel Mendell understands 
this whole question as Mr. Moulton will, 
we fear, never understand it, and if the 
farmers expect to succeed in their aims, 
they will have to avail themselves of the 
valuable conclusions of scientific men, in­ 
stead of making vain attempts to coerce 
science into pronouncing in disregard of the 
facts. 
Colonel Mendell has made it clearer 
than ever that remedial works will be 
necessary in any event, and whoever sin­ 
cerely dtsires the protection of the valley 
lands must support that conclnsion, wholly 
irrespective of their opinions as to the pro­ 
priety or possibility of stopping hydraulic 
mining.

RECEIVER ?

It «may be broadly asserted that the 
function of a Receiver, as appointed by a 
Court, is to conserve tho property in­ 
trusted to him, and when th at property 
depends for its value upon active opera­ 
tions, to operate it, pending the judicial 
determination of the issne as to its final 
disposition. 
AVhen, for instance, a bnsi- 
n»ss of any kind, such as a dry goods 
store, is put in the hands of a Receiver, it 
is snpposcd to be his dnty to carry it on, 
to maintain it, and to make due accounting 
to the Court. 
But in the Placerville Rail­ 
road case the appointment of a Iteceiver 
has been equivalent to the destruction of 
the property. 
The Sacramento Valley 
Railroad Company offered to pay into 
Court three times the amount in dispute, 
provided they were allowed to operate the 
road, but the Court required that they 
should pay §375,000 into Court, a demand, 
for which no justification whatever could 
be or was made, and which covered bonds 
since declared invalid by the Supreme 
Court. 
The company refusing very prop­ 
erly to pay over a sum of this magnitude, 
when the only amount which could by any 
possibility have been recovered by the 


plaintiffs was less than §20,000, the Court 
appointed a Receiver. 
There was no war­ 
rant for this course. 
It was distinctly 
against both public and private interests. 
It was alike injurious to the plaintiff and 
the defendant. 
Its only result was to 
sn8pend 
the 
operation 
of 
the rail­ 
road for more 
than two years, 
and 
to 
necessitate 
an 
expenditure 
of 
§5,000 for cutting down the grass which 
grew all over the track, and which men­ 
aced the whole property with destruc­ 
tion. 
The appointment cf a R eceiver in 
such a case was without excuee. 
J heie 
could be no frótense th a t th e railroad 
would bo made away with. 
It could not 
be injured by operating it. 
It could only 
be injurtd by suspending its operation. 
But as the case appears to tho public, 
Judge Hunt undertook to deprive three 
counties of transportation, and to ruin a 
valuable property, for no better reason than 
because a corporation refused to submit to 
a demand which was unreasonable and in­ 
equitable. 
Apparently as a punishment 
for this refusal, twenty-eight miles of rail­ 
road were thrown out of operation, and re­ 
gardless of the heavy loss and suffering in­ 
dicted upon innocent third parties, have 
been stubbornly kept out of operation be­ 
tween two and three years. 
If this is not 
an abuse of judicial power it would be diffi­ 
cult to discovor what is. 
The usual prac 
tice in the appointment of Receivers has 
been reversed, and for no other conceivable 
purpose than to do mischief and inflict in­ 
jury. 
The law journals would do well to 
make a note of this, as one of the most re­ 
markable instances of perversion of judicial 
practice on record.

THE ARMY RETIREMENT BILL. 


The Army Retirement Bill has been 
passed, after an exciting and at times ac­ 
rimonious debate, and with the two excep­ 
tions of Generals Sherman and Sheridan, 
all army officers will hereafter be compelled 
to retire npon attaining the age of 64. 
No 
donbt it is true that many men are not 
incapacitated by age at that period of life. 
Certainly many celebrated 
commanders 
have won important campaigns at greater 
ages. 
But experience shows that the ma­ 
jority of officers have then passed the period 
of their efficiency, and that therefore it is 
wiser to keep the old men out of active 
service. 
As the retiring officers are to be 
pensioned they will suffer no injnry from 
the change, moreover.

R a t s s ’s R ta tiw e n t.—When Simon R iten , 
the murderer of R^neing, m ide h:# statement 
iu Court, a member of the jury which found 
Ruten guilty i f murder in the firat degree, 
said to a well-known attorney th at if the 
slateraont jaet c 'n c 'u ied had boen made in 
the presence of the jury before which he wae 
tried, the verdict rendered would not have 
beeu found. 
I t is admitted by ail concerned 
th at Raten did apply for a warrant for the 
arree', nf parties whom he aeeerted had iu- 
faulted and beaten Lim. 
It is admitted that 
he bore upon his person the indubitable evi­ 
dences of a hreach of the peace having been 
committed. 
I t is well koown that ho was re 
pulsed by the officers to whom the appllca 
tion was made. 
The apology for the refusal 
is th at Raten appeared to be drunk and irre­ 
sponsible. 
Every known circumstance sur­ 
rounding the case establishes th s clearest 
probahility that if the officers had looked iuto 
the case—if the authorities had interfered be­ 
tween Raten and Erickson—the subsequent 
collision between them would not have occur­ 
red, but, on the contrary, it could and most 
likely would 
have been prevented. 
His 
bruised face alone was sufficient to justify in 
quiry as to whom, and by whom, a breach of 
tli * i>eoce had been committed. 
The obscu­ 
rity of the applicant does not justify the re­ 
fus ,1 to institute proper inquiry. 
His appeal 
to the law was denied because he was an irre­ 
sponsible vagabond ; his story is now songht 
to be put down because he is a convicted 
m urdrrsr. 
I t is the opinion of the best law­ 
yers at the bar of this city th at Raten’s 
crime was manslaughter, and not murder in 
the first degree. 
H e is friendless, moneyless, 
obscure and under sentence of death, but 
these disadvantages shall not prevent a just 
consideration of bis statements.

ANTI-DEBRIS. 


The Anti-Debris Committee met in the 
committce-room at the H all of Records yes­ 
terday m ornirg at 9 o’clock. 
Messrs. Wood, 
Graham and Gray, the committee appointed 
to prepare an address to the public on the 
issues at stake, subm itted the following, 
which A'&s unanimously adopted, on a call of 
the roll 
To the Citizens of California: We, the Super­ 
visor» of the comities of Butte, Colusa, Sacramento, 
San Joaquin, Sutter, Yolo and Yuba, acting in be­ 
half of the inhabitants and property owner» of our 
respective counties, appeal to you in the interest of 
our State's future prosperity, and invoke the inhe­ 
rent love of justice and right implanted in the 
bosom of even- civilized man. Believing that all 
men have certain inalienable rights, among these 
rights may be mentioned life, liberty and the j ar* 
áuit of happinesB, and the peaceable enjoyment of 
property. Such rights and liberties are general. 
They cannot be granted to one individual or inter­ 
est, and withheld from another. All men are equal 
before the law. No one is exempt under a civilized 
form of government. Believing these to be axi­ 
omatic truths, we call the attention of the State and 
National Governments, and the far-seeing eve of the 
statesman, aud the patriotic press, to the c&l&mitous 
situation of a large and important portiou of our 
commonwealth. This evil lias beeu superinduced 
by hydraulic mining. What was for many years 
comparatively a harmless process has been so en­ 
larged and improved as to be an engine of destruc 
tion more powerful than earthquakes, and more 
deadly than the flow of lava from Vesuvius. The 
water» of our mountains have been concentrated 
and their united force, with enormous pressure, 
turned against the mountain, with a momentum 
more effective than the shots from ten thou­ 
sand cannon. To this force has been added the 
united power of scores of tons of powder to assist 
in wrecking the mountain. This p rices has so 
filled the channels of our waterways as to entirely 
obliterate the channels of the Yuba, the Bear, the 
American, and the Cosumnes rivers, and man)- of 
their smaller tributaries, and has converted more 
than a hundred thousand acres of once cultivated 
and valuable land into deeert wastes, and has driven 
their owners and occupants from comfortable homes. 
This process is now most seriously threatening 
the stability of the Sacramento river, the main 
artery of drainage and commerce to more than one- 
half of the producing area of our State. Tnedebris- 
carrving tributaries have so filled this important 
river from its junction with the Feather to its en­ 
trance into the bay, a distance of nearly 200 miles, 
as to seriously cripple its navigation, and cause it 
to spread its waters over the valley during the 
stages of comparative b)^low water. 
The complete destruction of the great Sacramento 
valley will be accomplished when the channel of its 
remaining river shall be obliterated, a result too 
apparent to admit of argument or procrastination. 
We hold that these rivers belong to the whole 
people, and their use as dumping ground is a usurp­ 
ation without warrant of law or precedent. How­ 
ever much we may regret the t fleet upon a large 
industry, the right to continue cannot be conceded. 
We most respectfully but earnestly entreat all who 
value the future welfare of our State and the homes 
of her people to put the seal of condemnation upon 
a process so illegal, unnatural and destructive in its 
nature. 
We are unalterably convinced that no remedial 
measures, either by this State or the General Gov­ 
ernment, can avail against the gigantic forces now- 
employed in casting the mountains into the river». 
Let the hands of the destroyer first be stayed, and 
then it will require all the means available to avert 
the calamity impending. To advocate restraining 
works with the process continuing is to invite de­ 
struction sure and simple. We must regard him as 
inimical to the State'i best interests and an enetny 
of law aud ordtr, who expects us to put our faith 
in restrainir.g works or await the result of doubtful 
experiments. 
in cuaclusion, we appeal to the arbiter of all great 
question?. Public Opinion, which in the end must 
adjust this question ujon the basis of law and jus­ 
tice. and in harmony with the principles of civilizi- 
tion. No one who values the stability of his own 
rights can remain passive when the righto of his 
neighbor are being tubverted. If it is our turn to­ 
day, it may be yours to-morrow. 
Therefore we, the Executive Committee of the 
Anti-Debns Association appointed by the Con\en- 
tion held at the capital of the State on May 3, ISS2, 
would urge ti|>on all good citizens of the State to so 
organize and concentrate their efforts as to place 
good and reliable men, who arc knowu to be in full 
sympathy with the first and great and growing agri­ 
cultural and commercial interests of the State, in all 
our public offices, as well as in our next Legislature, 
trusting by such means to hasten the solution ef 
this vexed question, alike honorable and just to all 
parties and all sections. 
Two thousand years ago hydraulic mining was 
being carried on iu Italy, resulting, as here, in great 
injury to her fertile lands. The Koman Senate, by 
decree, prohibited the couiinuance of the wrong, 
and saved her fair lands from vandalism. 
Will the 
people #f California exhibit the same wisdom as did 
the Romans twenty centuries ago ? 
On motion, the Secretary was instructed to 
have 1,500 copies of the address printed for 
circulation, also that a copy be mailed to 
each paper in the State, acd to the several 
Boards of 
Supervigors of the respective 
counties. 
The following resolution was introduced by 
I. N. Brock, of Sutter, and was unanimously 
adopted : 
We recognize the fact that four-fifths of 
the voters of this State, irrespective of party, are in 
lav or of handing down to posterity the great vallevs, 
rivers, water courses and the bav and harbor of San 
Francisco unimpaired by the flow of mining debris, 
and that the time has fullv come when these com­ 
mercial and agricultural interests shall be made a 
political issue iu this State. 
Each member of the committee present 
signed a memorial to Secretary Lincoln, of the 
W ar Department, asking the dismissal of 
Colonel Mendel! for reasons therein stated. 
Wheu signed by the absent members it will 
be forwarded to Congressmen Berry for pres­ 
entation.

T he Grand Grove op Drujds. 
The 
Droids’ Graod Grove is in session in San 
Francisco. 
From the report of the Noble 
Grand Arch, E. Maginnis, it appears that 
daring the past year, although the Order 
has not increased in membership, still its 
financial condition is prosperous. 
Two 
Groves have been added, aud the field of 
usefulness extended into Arizona, from 
which locality there is every prospect of 
liattering news being received before an­ 
other session of the Grand Grove. The re­ 
port of the Grand Secretary shows that the 
total 
membership of the 
twenty-nine 
Groves in the jurisdiction is 1,453. 
The 
net loss in membership was thirteen, but 
this cannot be counted as an actual loss as 
there was an addition of twelve by the 
Grove instituted in Arizona, which coaid 
not appear in this year’s report. The total 
amount disbursed in relief during the m st 
yesr *as $10,915 20. 
The Grand Grove 
commenced the year with $692 35 cash on 
hand, and closes it with $984 52 in the 
treasury. 
Washington Territory has been 
placed under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Grove of California, and a dispensation has 
l*en placed in the hand» of C. G. Lprenz 
for the establishment at New Tacoma of a 
Grove. 
The Committee on Legislation 
presented a report with regard to the ses­ 
sions of the Grand Grove being held bien- 
nally, as recommended in the report of the 
N. G. A., reporting adversely to the same, 
believing it would cot be for the benefit of 
the Order to-make the suggested change. 
The report was adopted.

M innie Foye and Mary W ilson were ar­ 
rested on a w arrant charging them w ith an 
attem pt to commit robbery. 
The com­ 
plaining witness iu Frank Fetii u, who says 
th a t L st week he was “ picked u p ” by 
Foye, and after having a good tim e around 
town, she took him to the Uock House, 
where Mike and Minnie Foye, M ary W il­ 
son and a man, whose name is not given, 
attacked him w ith the intention of robbing 
him of bis money. 
The body of H erbert J . Blake, the ten- 
year-old son of Dr. Jam es Blake, who fell 
into the bay M onday between Fort Foint 
and the M erchants’ Exchange Signal Sta­ 
tion and waa drowned, was discovered 
Tuesday morning 
imbedded np to the 
w aist in the sand in a little grotto, sixty 
feet from the top of the bluff from which 
he had fallen. 
The remains were dug out 
after a half hour's labor and taken to the 
Morgue, where a Coroner's jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death. 
The Gung W ore Society, a Chinese fra- 
tcrnal and benevolent association, has in­ 
corporated. 
Directors—S. H. Fong, W ong 
Art, W . R. W adsw orth, Z. T. Landes, C. 
K Hills. 
The objects of the association 
are to assist its members in obtaining work, 
to relievp the w ants of its members in case 
of sickness and distress, to support aged 
and infirm mem bets when they are no 
longer able to work or provide for them ­ 
selves, aud send them to China ; also, to 
take and hold so m uch real estate zs may 
be necessary for the business and objects of 
the society, and providing burial grounds 
for ita deceased members. 
The retail liquor dealers in reference to 
the license tax, have passed these resolu­ 
tions : “ That the liquor dealers of San 
Francisco look with distrust upon the ac­ 
tion of the civic authorities in attempting 
to curtail the constitutional rights of Amer- 
can citizens to earn a living for themselves 
and families. 
That we will resist to the 
utmost any further unfair and uneqnal en­ 
croachments upon our liberties. 
While 
we, as good citizens, are ever willing to 
submit to all necessary and just regulations 
and laws, we will cease no legal efforts to 
resist unjust discrimination against us, 
such as we consider the local licenses to be. 
To further this end all liquor dealerB are 
invited to join this Association and assist 
in the work.” 
T he Sabbath Observance Association has 
issued an address as follows : 
“ The Sab­ 
bath qnestioD, always im portant, is pecu­ 
liarly so now in our State. 
An issue has 
been forced, and a challenge offered, on 
this question. 
Iu the present crisis, there­ 
fore, we respectfully request you to take 
up, if you have not already done so, this 
subject in your bounds (town, society or 
otherwise), and, w ith friends of the Sab­ 
bath cause, form an association whose ob­ 
jects shall be : 
F irst—To promote in gen­ 
eral a better observance of the Sabbath. 
Second—To Bnstain the present Sunday 
law of the State, and aid its enforcement. 
T hird—To oppose a repeal of the existing 
Sunday law, and, in order thereto, to fur­ 
th er the election of candidates for the com­ 
ing Legislature who are in principle op­ 
posed to repeal, and in favor of and who 
will aim to secure such additional legisla­ 
tion as w ill render the Sunday law inore 
simple, sum m ary and effective in its opeia- 
tion. 
Yonr early attention to this m atter 
and action in the premises are earnestly 
solicited. 
W e shall be happy to hold cor­ 
respondence w ith your association when 
formed, for m utual encouragem ent ami 
helpful concert in view of a common ob­ 
ject.” 
The Immigration Association has held its 
semi-annual meeting. 
The President’s re­ 
port states that the contributing members 
number 124 
linns, with an aggregate 
monthly income of $GS5 G7. 
The total 
sum received is $3,502 18, and disburse­ 
ments $3,299 94. 
The unsettled condition 
of affairs in regard to the Chinese qnestion 
influenced the subscription list. 
So far the 
income has been sufficient to carry on the 
work without incurring debt. 
Salaries 
have not been commensurate with the ser­ 
vice rendered. 
Ten thousand copies of 
pamphlets in English, and five thousand in 
German, were distributed, the preparation 
and translation both being done in the 
office. 
The Chicago 
and Northwestern 
Railroad Company also printed from Iho 
stereotyped plates 25,000 copies without 
cost to the Association. 
The plats of Gov­ 
ernment lands in Mendocino, two volumes; 
San Luis Obispo, two volumes ; Lake aud 
Sonoma, each one volume, are completed ; 
Shasta county, two volumes ; Santa Cruz, 
eleven volumes, are nearly fiuished. 
In 
these counties the records show about 
2 305,000 acres of surveyed Government 
land open to entry and settlement. 
Al­ 
ready about 250,000 acres have been per­ 
sonally examined, and the Association pos­ 
sesses sufficient information to locate prob­ 
ably 1,000 families, giving to each 160 
acres. 
Late reports from the land officer 
in the field are moat encouraging. 
Organ­ 
izations working in connection with the 
Association, but depending on local contri­ 
butions, have been,formed in Shasta and 
Lassen counties, and San Luis Obispo and 
San Diego, and are moving in the same 
direction. Information through letters and 
newspapers has been received from 38 ont 
of the 52 counties. Applications for homes 
have been numerous, 478 personally, and 
429 by letter. Owing to the lack of organ­ 
ized effort, California has not received her 
quota of immigrants, but this can be re­ 
medied, especially as immigrant rates from 
Europe will probably be reduced. 
But 
something mnst be (lone in the meantime. 
The continued heavy influx of immigrants 
leaves no doubt that the arrivals from Eu­ 
rope the present year will be the largest on 
record, and we are receiving comparatively 
none.
